The seal is a circle surmounted by an open book, the symbol of education.The open pages of the book 
are imprinted with the Alpha and Omega, the first and last letters of the Greek alphabet, symbols for 
Christ, the beginning and end of all things.The motto of the school, "Magister Meus Christus" (Christ is 
My Teacher), was the last sentence spoken by St. Andrew before his martyrdom. These words fill the 
outer rim of the circle, and incorporate the entire philosophy of the school and the reason for its 
existence.
